Psychology is the study of man’s per- 
sonality “What makes us tick’. What are 
the reasons we act the way we do? 
Nearly everyone has some mental problems 
or “hang-ups”. A good understanding of 
psychology helps us to get rid of these 
and to achieve emotional maturity, a good 
personality, and the ability to get along 
well with others, all of which makes for 
a happy, well-adjusted life. 


The Chemistry Class is designed for the 
college bound student, however it is open to 
any student who has completed successfully 
one year of Algebra.
